FIRE IN QUEEN'S ROAD WEST, 
"Ait alarm of fire rang out shortly. before 
2 o'clock this afternoon, (March 31st), “the 
direction indicated being ‘the West Point dis- 
trict.’ When we arrived at the scene of the 
fire we found two hand engincs, belonging 
to different Hongs in Qucen’s Road, and. the 
Government and Volunteer" Brigades already 
on the spot and doing their Ievel best to gubduc 
the fire-king., Dense clouds of smoke were escap- 
ing from, the first and sccond floors of houses 
Nos, 103 and 105 First Street, occiipied by 
Chinese. “At the. front of the houses in First 
Street two ladders were’ fixed against the walls. 
and-the patent escape ladder was also in attend- 
ance. There were no flames visible from the 
exterior when we first arrived, but the fire was 
évidently making géod progress inside, judg-- 
ing from the large columns of dense black 
smoke coming: from every outlet of the upper 
portions of the buildings. The flames soon burst 
put with great foree and it seemed as if the strong 
N.E. wind which was blowing at the time would 
carry the destraying element to the adjoining 
houses and cause great destruction. ‘This 
calamity was happily averted by theefforts of the 
fire engines which were sct to work in a vigorous 
style and soon managed to confine the fire to the 
houses already. mentioned. Atter clearing afew 
of the wooden hangings from the front of the 
buildings the Fire Brigade’ men were, soon on 
the roof, sending large bodies of water into the 
burning mass. At the ‘rear an equally effective 
‘attack was being made which soon brought the 
flames’ well undercontrol Doth houses are con- 
siderably damaged but-“no-loss.6f life occur 
«Great credit is duc to all engaged in assisting
